Pickles and Pickling. 


The number of questions which come 


to us every summer on the subject of 
pickles, is very great. The purport of 
k majority of these is: " How can we 
put up pfeklcs to look like those sold m 
jars at the stores?" The fine appear- 
ance of these pickles in bottles is due 
to two things: They are made green 
by the use of copper, and the vinegar is 
colorless. 
It is called "White-wine 


vineear," but is really made from 
whiskey. So far as health goes, this 
unesaris as wholesome as any other, 
but ft is entirely lacking in the pleasant 
odor and taste of cider vinegar. Hand- 
some pickles can not be made with 
cider vinegar, but they are a great deal 
better. The pickles are greened by 
soaking them to free them from salt, m 
a copper -vessel, or most generally by 
the use of Verdigris, which is the aec- 
tate of copper. 
As we do not advise 


the making of pickles green bv this 
process, we do not give the details. 
Such pickles should not be bought, and 
ought not to bo sold. 
Serious results 


niftv follow the continued use of even 
the" minute quantity of copper thcso 
handsome pickles contain. 


At the pickle-factories, the owners 


contract with the growers for cucximbers 
of a size that may bo agreed upon at 
a fixed priR per thousand. If the size 
is small, the vines must be looked over 
c\erydayor two. Whatever the size, 
they must alway be cut from the vines, 
with the stems left on them. At the 
factories they are placed in large wood- 
en vats, using half a bushel ot salt, to 
five bushels of cucumbers, with water 
enough to cot er them. 
ID salting them 


for home use, an ordinary wlrakey 01 
alcohol barrel may be used, removing 
one head, and making a follower ot 
boards, lo keep the cucumbers under 
the brine. The cucumbers are placed 
in the bariel as they are picked, ami 
salt sprinkled among them. When the 
barrel is half full, add water to cover 
tho 
cucumbers; 
as • more aie ad- 


ded, 
use 
more salt, and water Ji 


needed, to cover them, using half 
a bushel of salt to the barrel 
A hen 


full head np the barrel, knock out the 
bung, and iill up completely with water. 
In tight barrels'cucumbers in a brine ol 
this strength will keep for a long time. 
In salting small quantities, a brine 
strong enough to float a potato may be 
poured over the cucumbers, placed m a 
jat or keg. It takes about a month for 
the brine to thoroughly penetrate them, 
and make them fit foi putting into vin- 
e<'ar 
For family use most persons pre- 


fer the encumbers rather larger than 
those sold in bottles; whatever the size 
fixed upon, it is desirable to have all m 
the same lot as nearly of a si/.e as pos- 
sible.

ed in the same manner. Green tomatoes,

This noon twenty live men and boj ^, 
partly intoxicated, seized an engine 
and car and went to Catlettsburg 
against tho advice of sober men, who 
last night gave up all hope of getting 
the prisoners 
from tho military. 


When they reached Catlettsburg 
they made "no effort to capture tho 
prisoners, who were safely placed in 
the steamer Granite State, at ii p. 
m. 
The crowd then hastened back 


to Ashlnnd, and about twenty of 
them wont to the ferry-boat and by 
the use of pistols compelled the cap- 
tain to put out to intercept the 
Granite State. 
Their attitude was 


so ridiculous and their case so hope. 
less that tho affair would have been 
a farce but for the reckless discharge 
of a littlo revolver in the hands of 
one of the boys on the ferry-boat It 
was answered at onco by a volley 
from the soldiers. 
Balls pierced the 


boiler and the escaping steam com- 
pletely disabled her. 
By this time a 


great' crowd had gathered on the 
banks and in the house. 
The sol- 


diers turned tho guns on them and 
tired without provocation. Hero tho 
mischief was done. Only three were 
wounded on the ferry-boat, while all 
the others in the casualty list were 
of peaceable people on the shore.
